1 WAS recently seen by the out of 
hours GP service at Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend and I was 
immediately referred to the Acute 
Medical Unit for further 
assessment/treatment.

One ward appeared to have strict infection 
control measures in place, staff and patients 
were wearing gloves and masks. I sat watching 
with a mixture of horror and fear. 

However, despite the impossible conditions, I 
received exemplary care. The staff were 
exhausted but at all times, they displayed 
professionalism, courtesy and patience. I cannot 
fault them. 

So it saddens me when I hear the constant 
criticism aimed at the NHS. Yes, it is under 
tremendous strain and needs a radical overhaul, 
it would be naive to think otherwise. 

But is the NHS failing us, or are we failing 
the NHS? 

Is it time that we, as a nation, started to 
radically change our expectations of the NHS. 

We need to recognise its strengths but we also 
have to accept its weaknesses in a less critical 
way. Perhaps if our behaviours change - if we 
stop demanding and take more responsibility

CHOP CHOP! 

Air ambulance 
shop in need 
of volunteers 


How your Town Council 

works - SETTING 
THE PRECEPT 


T HIS is the third of what it is hoped will 
be regular articles on the workings of 
Cowbridge with Llanblethian Town 
Council and its history. The information is 
supplied by a council spokesperson. 

All meetings of the Town Council are open to 
the public and are advertised on its notice boards 
and website www.cowbridge-tc.gov.uk. Minutes 
of meetings are available on the website. 

As mentioned in the previous article, the 
council is responsible for a number of assets in 
the town. These include the Town Hall (a grade 2 
star listed building), The Limes cemetery, Holy 
Cross churchyard, Twt play park, Southgate park, 
Emm’s cottage terraced gardens, Llanblethian 
playing field, the willow tree area in Piccadilly 
and the grass area at the ford, Factory Road. 

The money necessary to maintain these assets 
comes from the Town Council’s share of the 
council tax, hire of the town hall facilities and the 
fees charged for the Limes cemetery. 

For this financial year 2017/18 the Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian Council Tax precept for a band 
D property is £59.82 per year which yields 
£152,302 in total. The total anticipated income for 
this financial year including room hire charges 
and other income is £186,000. 

In terms of expenditure the biggest single cost, 
as with most organisations, is the cost of wages 
and salaries for the four staff. This consumes 
about half of the income. The second largest cost 


is maintaining the Town Council assets. 

Other smaller costs include insurance, grants to 
the local community and civic functions. 

At the January council meeting, councillors 
reviewed the level of council tax precept required 
for the next financial year starting on April 1, 
2018. 

Unfortunately, the Town Council is facing a 
number of increasing costs above the normal 
inflationary increases. 

The principal ones are the costs of maintaining 
the Town Hall and the play parks to a satisfactory 
standard. For example, as some of you may have 
noticed, the Town Hall clock is not keeping good 
time and has a hand missing. The repairs to this 
town feature alone will cost about £10,000. 
According to the inscription the clock was 
presented to the Town by The Right Rev Edward 
Coplestone, Bishop of Llandaff, in 1836 which 
makes it older than Big Ben! 

The Town Council therefore, after a lot of 
debate and consideration, has decided to increase 
the precept to £65.80 per year for a band D 
property, an increase of 50p per month. This will 
raise an additional £16,277 and will allow the 
Town Council to prepare a balanced budget for 
the year 2018/19.

WALES Air 

Ambulance (WAA) 
is appealing for 
volunteers in the 
Bridgend area to 
share their spare 
time at their local 
WAA shop. 

The shop on Adare 
Street in the town centre 
sells donated pre-loved 
items and relies on 
volunteers to organise 
and assist in its day-to- 
day running. 

Volunteers in the 
Wales Air Ambulance 
shop sort and sell 
donated items, to raise 
funds which keep the 
charity’s four helicopters 
flying. 

WAA relies on public 
donations to sustain the 
service and needs to raise 
£6.5 million every year. 
Each mission costs 
approximately £1,500. 

The 17 Wales Air 
Ambulance shops 

located across the 
country are a key source 
of funding for the charity. 

WAA Bridgend shop 
manager Sandra John, 
said: “As a charity, we 
rely on people kindly 
donating their time and 
funds to keep our 
helicopters flying across 
Wales. 

“By giving a couple of 


hours of your time to 
help in our shops, you 
can raise money that will 
go on to save lives. 

“In 2017 alone, our 
crews attended 83 
missions in Bridgend 
which shows how 
important the service is 
to the area. 

“Our shops play a vital 
role in raising the funds 
needed to complete our 
operations and each day 
volunteering for Wales 
Air Ambulance is 
different. Our volunteers 
have fun, and there is 
always a great 
atmosphere in our shops. 
No experience is 
necessary as we will 
provide full training. 

“Our crews are on 
standby 365 days a year 
across the country. 
Whether you can spare 
an hour or more, you can 
play a crucial role in 
helping to make a 
difference to lives across 
Wales.”

BOVERTON 
business owners 
are calling on the 
Council and site 
contractors to 
clarify the 
timetable for the 
completion of the 
construction work 
taking place in the 
village. 

The construction 
work, which is taking 
place to prevent 
flooding, is taking much 
longer than previously 
anticipated, with the end

The officer will be 
based at a drop in centre 
in the contractor’s site on 
Eglwys Brewis Road and 
the public will be able to 
speak to the construction 
team directly. 

Residents of Millands 
Park in Llanmaes were 
concerned about having 
no access to their 
properties due to the 
potential closure of the 
lane at Froglands. 

Assurances have also 
been provided that access 
for both vehicles and 
pedestrians will be 
provided along Llanmaes 
lane until a diversion is 
fully in place. 

Welcoming the 


clarification, Mr Davies 
vowed to continue to 
make representations on 
behalf of local residents 
and assured them he 
would press for full 
access to be maintained. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Residents are rightly 
concerned by the 
potential disruption that 
construction of the 
Northern Access Road 
will cause and it seems 
these are fully mitigated. 

“I welcome the 
appointment of a Public 
Liaison Officer who will 
be able to work with 
residents and assist them 
with their concerns. They 
will be based on site at a 
public drop in centre, so 
I’d encourage people to 
pop in if they have any 
queries. 

“People in Millands 
Park in particular were 
concerned about the 
closure of the lane, so I 
am pleased this has now 
been clarified. 

“I will continue to 
hold the Welsh 
Government to account 
and press them to ensure 
residents do not lose out 
as a result of the works.” 


History society 
publishes 
photograph 
collection to 
celebrate its 
anniversary 


THE Llantwit 
Major Local 
History Society has 
closed its 50th 
anniversary 
celebrations by 
publishing a book 
of photographs 
taken from its 
considerable 
archive collection. 

While the artists who 
travelled around Wales 
during the period 
between 1600 and 1850 
tended to overlook the 
pictorial possibilities of 
the ancient town, the 
advent of photography 
seemed to awaken 
interest in the buildings 
and views of the area. 

There is an intriguing 
entry in the accounts of 
Robert Nicholl Came in 
1858 that Dr Redwood 
had been at Dimlands 
all day photographing, a 
mere 17 years after the 
first photograph was 
taken in Wales. 

Sadly, the fmits of his 
labour have not 
survived, but in the 
intervening years, 
Llantwit Major has been 
blessed by a number of 
enthusiasts who if it 
moved, photographed it! 

When the Society 
was founded, two of its 


aims were “to recover 
and preserve documents, 
prints and photographs 
of the town” and to 
“make and preserve a 
visual, written and 
sound record of the 
town”. 

As a result of the 
hard work of members 
such as the late Bill 
John, these aims have 
been fulfilled and the 
collection is now being 
added to, as well as 
being digitised by Geoff 
Timms. 

The book not only 
celebrates the 50th 
anniversary of the 
creation of the Society 
and the far-sightedness 
of the founders, but also 
the talents of its 
members over that 
period and it is to them 
that the book is 
dedicated.

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Suspended sentence 
for builder who was a 
‘complete nightmare’ 


CARDIFF CROWN 
COURT REPORT

A ROGUE builder 
who caused 
extreme distress to 
two families by 
carrying out 
substandard work 
has been sentenced 
to 42 weeks 
imprisonment, 
suspended for 18 
months, and 
ordered to pay 
£2,500 costs at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

One of the victims 
described what 
occurred as “a complete 
nightmare” and in 
another, the household 
drinking water had been 
connected to the 
radiator supply 
presenting a serious 
danger to life, said 
prosecutor Lee 
Reynolds. 

Daniel Marshall (34), 
currently unemployed, 
of Trem Elai, Penarth, a 
father of four, admitted 
four charges of 
contravening the 
Consumer Protection 
Act. 

In addition to the 
suspended sentence and 
costs order, he was 
made subject to a 20- 
week curfew, 
electronically tagged 
from 7pm to 7 am. 

Mr Reynolds, acting 
for the local Trading 
Standards department, 
said that in the first 
incident, Isobel Vander 
of Penarth, arranged to 
have a loft conversion. 
She saw Marshall, who 
said he was setting up 
his own business. 

He satisfactorily 
carried out some 
replastering, and he 
gave her a quote of 
£19,740 for the loft 
conversion. 

“He seemed to her 
then, very professional, 
said it would take eight 
to 10 weeks, and was 
paid £6,500 up front.” 


He employed a 
labourer who 
discovered he had a fear 
of heights. 

A hole was made in 
the roof and water 
entered the property in 
Penarth and on one 
occasion, Ms Vander 
discovered there was no 
electricity supply 
upstairs. 

Marshall lowered the 
ceiling in one room and 
she noticed that the 
dormer window was the 
wrong size. 

Marshall received a 
further £6,500 but 
didn’t attend the 
property as agreed. 

“The hole in the roof 
caused water to pour in 
and a joiner discovered 
that the staircase didn’t 
comply with building 
regulations.” 

She contacted 
Building Control and 
was told the work was 
“awful” and the entire 
job should be redone. 

For the work to be 
redone, it would cost 
£24,000 said Mr 
Reynolds. 

“There would be 
departures from the 
original designs and the 
work carried out was 
substandard. He lacked 
an understanding of the 
simplest construction 
techniques.” 

He added: “He 
lacked any professional 
diligence.” 

The property, said 
Mr Reynolds, was 
“open to the elements 
for three months and 
bad weather caused 
considerable damage, 
causing the family to 
rent a property and later 
to move into a 
caravan.” 

About £13,000 was 
paid to Marshall and the 


householder had to 
borrow £10,000. 

She described the 
experience as “a 
complete nightmare”. 

Another Penarth 
resident, Lesley Strabel, 
had suffered minor 
flood damage and 
Marshall quoted her 
£4,750 for a new 
bathroom. He said the 
job would last two 
weeks and she should 
leave the house for that 
period. As a result, she 
and her family stayed 
with relatives. 

She noted that the 
wall had been taken 
down and later was 
aware that the work had 
stopped and no 
plumbing had been 
carried out. 

He made various 
excuses. 

By this time, she was 
at her wits’ end, said 
Mr Reynolds. 

She was 20 weeks 
pregnant and she was 
unable to cater for the

family. 

Marshall failed to 
arranged for a plumber 
to attend the water 
fault. 

Mr Reynolds said the 
family were in a state of 
shock at the state of the 
work and British Gas 
discovered that system 
was dangerous and that 
drinking water supplied 
by the radiator system 
could have caused a 
danger to life. 

“It was patently 
substandard work with 
dangerous 

shortcomings,” he said. 
He added that it would 
cost more than £7,000 
to rectify and the family 
suffered four months of 
stress and anxiety. 

They even had to use 
a local leisure centre for 
their bathing facilities. 

Marshall’s counsel, 
Ruth Smith, said: “He 
appreciates the stress he 
caused to the families 
and his own family.” 

She said he had 
mental health 
difficulties, due to two 
significant events in his 
life. 

She said he intended 
never to go back into 
the building trade.

'Affluent Roath’ given more 
considerate treatment by 
'Cardiff elite’, claims DIAG 


THE group campaigning 
to stop the Biomass UK 
No2 Ltd plant operating at 
Barry docks has claimed 
Natural Resources Wales is 
treating ‘affluent Roath’ in 
a more considerate way 
than ‘post-industrial 
Barry’. 

DIAG, which stands for the 
Docks Incinerator Action 
Group, has written a letter to 
NRW highlighting what it 
claims is a difference in the way 
residents in Roath and Barry are 
being treated. 

Earlier this week, NRW 
confirmed it would respond to 
the points made in DIAG’s 
letter. 

Residents in Roath want to 
save trees in Roath Brook 
Gardens, and DIAG points out 
that campaigners in Cardiff have 
been granted a series of 


workshops and a meeting with 
the Welsh Government Minister 
for Environment, Hannah 
Blythyn. 

DIAG says it doesn’t 
begrudge Roath residents the 
workshops, but says in 
comparison, the treatment of 
Barry has been ‘poor’. 

DIAG deputy chair Dennis 
Clarke said: “NRW’s approach 
to Barry residents has been 
highly condescending. It has 
refused to hold public meetings 
or even attend a public meeting 
that DIAG offered to pay for 
and organise. 

“NRW are now trying to spin 
a handful of meetings with 
representatives of DIAG as 
extensive public consultation. 
Meanwhile, the Roath Brook 
Gardens campaign group has 
had an audience with the 
environment minister and 
workshops have been arranged 
for residents. 


“There is no logical reason 
for this difference in treatment 
by a publicly funded regulator. 

“Given that the Barry 
incinerator will be burning 
waste wood and is being built in 
some of the most deprived 
wards in the UK, there should 
have been more, not less, effort 
to consult with the public. 

“DIAG already had serious 
concerns about this flawed 
consultation, but now many 
Barry residents have reached the 
conclusion that, in the eyes of 
the Cardiff elite, affluent Roath 
merits more attention than the 
post-industrial town of Barry. 

“This inequality must be 
addressed.” 

A spokesperson for Natural 
Resources Wales told The GEM: 
“We’ve received a letter from 
the Chair of DIAG and we’ll 
respond to the points made 
within the next few days.”

says councillor 


AS excitement 
builds in Barry 
with an 
international 
football match 
between Wales and 
England taking 
place at Jenner 
Park on March 20, 
a councillor has 
suggested that 
nearby Court Road 
Depot could be 
opened up to ease 
parking problems. 

The match is a 
landmark fixture for the 
town - a ‘C’ 
international with the 
best players from Wales’ 
domestic divisions pitted 
against the top talent 
from England’s non¬ 
league system. 

When The GEM 
posted news of the 
fixture on social media, 
one local resident was

Plaid Cymru’s Cllr 
Ian Johnson said it was a 
feather in Barry Town’s 
cap that it had attracted 
the clash and added that 
there were steps that 
could be taken to ease 
residents’ concerns on 
match days. 

He said: “It’s fantastic 
that Barry Town have 
been able to attract such 
a high-profile match to 
Jenner Park, and I’m 
sure it will be a great 
success. 

“Since the Vale 
Council laid the new 3G 
pitch in 2015, there has 
been a huge increase in 
the use of Jenner Park as 
a community hub for 
football of all ages and 
levels which is good for 
physical activity and 
bringing people together. 

“However, that 
success comes with a 
responsibility to the 
local community. I have 
previously spoken with 
the police about parking 
around Jenner Park 
during big, and not so 
big, events to ask that 
they ensure that 
pavements aren’t 
blocked and that people 
can get out of their 
drives. 

“For big matches such 
as this, and Barry Town 
home games, the Vale 
Council should liaise 
with the club and the 
police and open up the 
Court Road Depot to 
allow extra off-street 
parking that will benefit 
neighbours to the club. 

He added: “In the 
longer term, when the 
Vale move out of the 
Court Road Depot, they 
should consider how the 
area can be best used for 
the community, through 
improved parking and 
community sporting 
facilities.”

O VER the 
past few 
weeks a 
Budget for the 
Welsh Government 
has been supported 
by AMs putting 
more money into 
health, social care, 
housing and 

education. 

This Budget takes us 
forward with a new fiscal 
framework giving us an 
extra £70m as a result of 
an adjustment to the 
Barnett formula and 
£30m as a result of new 
devolved taxes - the 
Land Transaction and 
Tax Avoidance Act and 
Landfill Disposable Tax. 

In the Budget debate it

This is reflected in our 
Budget alongside support 
for health and social care. 

Many might not have 
seen the announcement 
in December of an 
increase in the amount of 
money you can keep 
from your home if you 
need residential care. 
This has risen to £40,000 
and will rise to £50,000 
in line with our Welsh 
Labour Government 
promise. 

A cross party 
parliamentary review 
into health and social 
care has been widely 
welcomed and I pay

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‘Better beach 
access is needed’ 


says a GEM reader 


LAST week, The 
GEM reported on 
the dramatic rescue 
of a cliff faller on 
the shoreline just 
below St Mary’s 
Well Bay caravan 
park. The person 
was airlifted away 
by a helicopter. 

GEM reader Graham 
Vodden from Penarth 
wrote to us explaining 
that he had raised the 
issue of easier access to 
the beach some time ago: 

“I read with interest 
your article in The GEM 
on page 11 regarding yet 
another incident at St 
Mary’s Well Bay. 

“This is the third in as 
many years; luckily, it 
was not more serious and 
I’m sure the provision of 


a much-needed access at 
the bay would have 
helped considerably in 
all three incidents. 

“I would say this Vale 
Council has failed to 
implement their Barry - 
Penarth Coastal Plan 
dated 1982 and presented 
by the Director of 
Planning Services [1982] 
in regard to St Mary’s 
Well Bay, pages 5, 9, 13 
and 14. 

“I first wrote to the 
Vale Council about this 
access problem some 
decades ago, but all I got 
back were negative 
responses. 

“Many years ago, the 
Welsh local authorities 
were allocated £2.4 m 
from the National 
Assembly to implement 
their new responsibilities 
in regard to improving

public rights of way and 
new access provision 
under the title 
Countryside and Rights 
of Way Act. 

“Surely the Vale 
Council should have 
made some provision in 
regard to the access to St 
Mary’s Well Bay? This 
would have given local 
families, fishermen and 
walkers their beach back 
after being denied access 
for decades.” 

Mike Clogg, of the 
Vale Council, replied: 
“The council maintains 
the coast path but there is 
no public right of way 
onto the beach at this 
point, which is privately- 
owned land. The issue of 
access to it is a matter for 
the landowner and not 
the responsibility of the 
council.

alternative access to the 
beach from the car park 
of the Captain’s Wife 
pub, around 200 metres 
to the east. 

“This access point also 
has a traffic lights system 
provided by RNLI, 
which provides essential 
information regarding 
tides. Introduced in 2014, 
it warns visitors when the 
tide is rising and when it 
is unsafe to access the 
beach.” 


Seven-per-cent solution for 
South Wales Police precept? 


THE South Wales Police 
and Crime Panel has 
agreed, said a 
spokesperson, “to a 
proposed increase in the 
police precept to 
maintain neighbourhood 
policing across south 
Wales and give police the 
capacity to protect 
vulnerable people and a 
series of major challenges 
faced by the force”. 

The rise proposed by Police 
and Crime Commissioner Alun 
Michael amounts to £15.45 per 
year for someone living in a 
Band D property, but most 
people across south Wales are 
likely to pay less. This is less 
than 33 pence a week for a band 
D household and is a seven-per- 
cent rise on the figure for the 
current year. 

Council tax payers in south 
Wales will still pay less that 
households in Gwent and 
significantly less than 
households in north Wales. 

Mr Michael said: “The 
increase is essential to help 
maintain the service, while 
allowing us to protect 
vulnerable people and continue 
to invest in the future of 
policing in south Wales. 

“Even with this new level of 
precept we will have to make 
savings - that is cut spending - 
by £3.5 million in the coming 
year, while tackling significant 
growth in demand and 
preventing crime through early 
intervention and prompt, 
positive action. 


“An increase of £12 - 
effectively the bar set by the 
Home Office - means different 
things in different areas. Some 
forces say it will let them 
significantly increase the 
number of police officers they 
employ while others are putting 
significant sums from their 
reserves into this year’s budget. 
Neither applies in our case - we 
are squeezing out efficiencies 
and doing more with less, we 
are performing extraordinarily 
well by the standards of HM 
Inspectorate, but we don’t have 
significant reserves and the 
increase I have recommended is 
well below what is needed for a 
standstill budget. 

“We have made tough 
decisions year after year for a 
number of years in relation to 
how we deliver our services. If 
Home Office ministers want to 
see increased efficiency and 
constant improvement, south 
Wales is the place to come. 

“Our effective forward 
planning, combined with the 
innovative way in which we 
work with partners to keep 
south Wales safe, is why we 
have been able to continue to 
meet our challenges against a 
backdrop of deep financial cuts. 

“We have taken a balanced 
approach to soften the impact 
on policing in our communities, 
while keeping the burden on the 
ratepayer to a minimum. Even 
with the seven-per-cent increase 
in the police precept, South 
Wales Police remains the best 
value for money police force in 
terms of the cost to council tax 
payers in Wales.” 


The challenges we have to 
plan for this year include the 
impact of inflation and a 
number of specific extra costs, 
including: 

* £2million to fund pay 
increases - the Government has 
agreed a two-per-cent increase 
in pay for officers and staff, but 
not provided the money to pay 
for it in the Police Grant. 

* £600,000 extra needed to 
maintain our current level of 
neighbourhood policing - we 
greatly appreciate the money 
provided by Welsh Government 
to employ an extra 206 
Community Support Officers, 
but it’s a flat cash grant this year 
so we need to put in another 
£600,000 to keep them all. 

* £1 million to pay the 
Treasury’s Apprenticeship 
Levy, which is an extra annual 
cost that can’t be avoided. 

The precept was approved at 
a meeting of the South Wales 
Police and Crime Panel in 
Merthyr this week. 

The panel was given a 
detailed overview of financial 
and operational challenges 
faced by the force and the steps 
which have been taken to save 
money by working more 
efficiently and effectively. 

Mr Michael added: “Despite 
the financial challenges the 
force has consistently improved 
its performance and service to 
our communities and is 
recognised as one of the best 
performing forces in England 
and Wales. 

“Despite the cuts, we have 
maintained neighbourhood 
policing, enhanced our 


commitment to working with 
partners to prevent crime, 
continued to invest in 
technology and responded to the 
growing operational demands 
on the service. 

“Much of our success has 
been recognised by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate. The 
level of victim satisfaction is 
now one of the best in the 
country and the engagement of 
our officers in communities is 
ranked as the best in the UK,” 
he said. 

After 2010, the number of 
police officers in south Wales 
was cut to 2,800 from a 
previous high of 3,400. The 
precept increase will allow 
police officer numbers to be 
maintained at their current level 
including those allocated 
specifically to dealing with 
rising demand of online threats 
and protecting vulnerable 
people. 

Mr Michael has reiterated his 
commitment to “protect and 
maintain neighbourhood 
policing, while at the same time 
continuing to invest in new 
technology to improve 
efficiency and effectiveness”.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT 
REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


A MAN caught 
taking drugs, 
tobacco and mobile 
phones into Parc 
Prison, Bridgend, 
has been jailed for 
91 weeks at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Karl Davies (37) of 
Railway Terrace, 
Ogmore Vale, admitted 
taking prohibited items 
into the prison and 
possessing a 
psychoactive substance 
with an intent to supply. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said Davies had 
attempted to evade 
security at the prison 
with a package 
concealed in his trousers 
containing Subutex 
tablets, Spice, tobacco, 
two mobile phones and 
a charging unit. 

It occurred, said Mr 
Warren on May 1 when 
Davies was visiting his 
brother, who was an 
inmate. 

As Davies was near a 



sniffer dog, his handler 
was alerted and he was 
detained. 

He later handed over 
the items and claimed 
he had been paid £200 
to bring the package in. 

The court heard that 
Davies had 36 
convictions for previous 
offences, including 
breach of an eight-week 
suspended sentence for 
driving under the 
influence of drugs. 

His solicitor, Kim 
Hartland, said he had 
been taking drugs since 
the age of 15. 

Judge Jonathan 
Furness QC told him: 
“We have considerable 
problems in our prisons 
as a result of drugs. The 
courts will do 
everything they can to 
stamp out the supply of 
contraband items into 
prison.”

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Downsizing a high concept with low returns... 


M att 

DAMON 
has done a 
lot of things in 
cinema. He’s 
battled 

international spies 
as Jason Bourne, 
he’s fought gigantic 
monsters on the 
Great Wall of 
China, he’s been 
abandoned on 
Mars, and he’s 
been a less-than- 
intelligent 
marionette furious 
at the actions of 
Team America. 


What he hasn’t been, 
up until now, is shrunk 
down to five inches tall 
- but that is exactly 
what happens in 
Alexander Payne’s 
Downsizing. With the 
world become ever 
more congested through 
over-population, 
scientists create a way 
to shrink people down, 
so that they may live in 
new, smaller 
communities, something 
that interests Paul 
(Damon) and his wife 
Audrey (Kristen Wiig). 

Deciding to embark 
on a new chapter in 
their lives, the pair elect 
to undergo the 
procedure - and their 


lives are irrevocably 
changed, particularly 
when Paul meets 
Vietnamese dissident 
Ngoc (Hong Chau)... 

In a career that has 
seen him dissect the 
minutiae of everyday 
life, Downsizing marks 
Alexander Payne’s most 
technically ambitious 
and high-concept film 
yet. It’s also, sadly, 
something of a dull thud 
of a film, a piece of 
work that takes its 
intriguing premise and 
squanders its potential, 
veering into mawkish 
territory. 

Payne’s films have 
always dealt with 
characters 


disenfranchised with 
their lives and Paul 
Safranek is no 
exception. A man 
stagnating, ordering 
takeout from the same 
bar, being an 
occupational therapist 
having given up on his 
ambitions to be a doctor 
and living in the same 
house he was bom in, 
Paul is in need of a 
pick-me-up. 

He sees downsizing 
as being the answer to 
his problems, taking his 
wife and starting afresh 
in a world of 
opportunity. 

Unsurprisingly, 
despite what the 
advertising for

all owe a huge debt of gratitude to brave women like 
Emmeline Pankhurst, Millicent Fawcett and Emily 
Davison who fought an incredibly difficult battle. 
Without their stmggles and sacrifices we would not 
have the basic human right to a say in who governs 
us, as, before 1918, no woman, whatever her 
circumstances, status or wealth, was allowed to vote. 

“Our members were so interested to read about 
Emmeline Pankhurst’s public meeting here in Barry, 
and her spirited response to questions about whether 
women should be given the right to vote. She was 
cheered when she declared that ‘a free man could not 
be bom of a slave mother’. 

“We also see this as an opportunity to celebrate 
women who have made a difference here in the Vale, 
including Dame Dorothy Rees MP [elected Febmary 
23, 1950, but lost her seat October 24, 1951], the 
first, and so far only, female MP to represent Barry. 
We hope that everyone will enjoy our exhibitions, at 
Barry, Dinas Powys and Cowbridge libraries.”

Leisureland (the 
community of choice 
for those downsizing) 
says, the grass isn’t 
greener. 

Matt Damon is a deft 
actor, but one who 
really doesn’t connect 
here, partly the fault of 
a performance that is 
too one-note and partly 
through the script. You 
want Paul to take that 
step, to make a 
difference but he never 
tmly does and it’d 
difficult to really fall for 
a character whose 
inability to seize the day 
is a running joke among 
his friends. 

There’s more life to 
be found in the 
supporting 
performances; 

Christoph Waltz is 
laconically fun as 
Dusan, a dealer of 
goods that aren’t 
available in Leisureland 
(such as turning one 
cigar into several 
hundred) and living 
handsomely off it, while 
the sight of Udo Kier 
disco-dancing is already 
one of the indelible 
images of the year. 

But it’s Hong Chau’s 
Ngoc who brings the 
most life to the film. 
Having been caught 
sneaking in via a TV 
box, she may lose a leg 
but she loses none of 
her conviction to do the 
right thing. Her 
relationship with Paul 
doesn’t tmly convince 
but it allows Chau more 
of the film and her 


superb performance - 
part comic relief, part 
conscience - is the best 
thing here. 

Payne’s ambition to 
make such a large-scale 
film (budgetary at least) 
is refreshing, but it 
frustrates that he 
doesn’t do more with it. 
Rather than be a central 
cog in the story, the 
premise instead acts as 
a gateway to what feels 
like a second story, 
where the misuse of the 
planet and ecological 
concerns come to the 
forefront and take away 
any momentum the film 
was building. 

It’s not that Payne’s 
voice becomes preachy 
or self-aggrandising, it’s 
just that the points he’s 
trying to make and the 
story he’s trying to tell 
could quite easily be 
told in a separate tale, 
which means that rather 
than one cohesive 
whole, you get an 
interesting set-up and 
then a flat second half. 

It’s a shame that 
Payne’s ambitions 
aren’t fully realised, as 
there’s no doubting his 
ability as a director and 
a storyteller. However, 
Downsizing is not his 
best work and feels both 
disappointing and 
frustrating in equal 
measure. 

VERDICT: A high 
concept with low 
returns, Downsizing is a 
disappointing effort 
from writer-director 
Alexander Payne. Matt 


Damon’s less-than- 
engaging central 
performance doesn’t 
help, and while there is 
some energy from the 
supporting players, 
notably Hong Chau’s 
Ngoc, the film’s dive 
into loftier concerns in 
the second half results 
in a unengaging piece 
of work. Poor.

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Vale Rural Watch campaign 
launched down on the farm 


Local volunteering 
event ‘a success’ 


FARMERS from 
across the Vale 
made their way to 
Blackland Farm in 
Bonvilston recently 
for the launch of a 
regional Rural 
Watch campaign. 

Also in attendance 
were representatives 
from agencies including 
South Wales Police, 
Natural Resources Wales 
and South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Services. 

The farm’s cow shed 
was the perfect setting 
for Rural Watch, which 
was launched by the 
Safer Vale Partnership to 
improve the relationship 
between the farming 
community and agencies 
which can help them. 

It was set up following 
concerns that farmers 
were not engaging with 
authorities to report 
crime. In a survey at the 
Vale Show, 40 per cent of 
farmers said that they 
had been a victim of 
crime in the past 12 
months, yet police 
records showed that 
many had not reported it. 

Farmers are affected 
by a range of crimes. 
Often these crimes are 
difficult to investigate 
and require specific 
expertise. 

At the centre of Rural 
Watch is a pledge from 
the police to better 
understand the unique 
needs of the farming

community. There is also 
the pledge to investigate 
what matters to them and 
to listen and better 
engage with them on a 
regular basis. 

South Wales Police 
Wildlife Crime officer 
Mark Goulding said: 
“The Vale is a largely 
rural area; we understand 
that farmers have very 
specific needs and it 
concerned us that they 
were not reporting 
incidents or sharing 
information about 

suspicious incidents. The 
farming community are 
our eyes and ears, and we 


need them to tell us 
what’s going on in their 
community. It is critical 
that we work with them 
to address any 
misconceptions or 
failings of the past and 
that is what Rural Watch 
is about - building 
relationships and trust 
with farmers from across 
the region.” 

When asked, 80 per 
cent of farmers said they 
would like 

communication through 
social media as part of 
the Rural Watch scheme. 
In response to that, Rural 
Watch is also launching a

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Lettings agent negligence 
cases are ‘on the up’
